It was the central feature of a 
capital reorganization plan said to 
be among the most sweeping ever 
put forward in-railroad history, 
| Gordon suggested the money be 
|transferred into “equity stock” 
owned by the government, thus be- 
coming eligible for dividends only 
when the company's earnings were 
sufficient to pay them,

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Police estimates this year are $499,- 
$37 as against $435, 062 in 1949 and the in- 
crease is due to the enlargement of the 
force to 166 men. 

It is not enough. 

The estimates should be still higher 
because 166 men are not sufficient to give 
adequate protection to a city of Edmon- 
ton’s size and population under present 
circumstances. 

Edmonton is a large and prosperous 
city whose prosperity has been advertised 
to every part of the continent. 

At the slightest sign of economic re- 
cession in other sections, the criminal ele- 
ment will naturally flock to Edmonton. 

A force of 166 men cannot possibly 
cope with such a probable exigency. Ed- 
monton cannot afford to take a chance on 


+ it. 

Salaries have been increased over last 
year by only $394,656 to $351,278. 

Not only should we have more con- 
stables but more highly paid constables. 

The maximum pay for a constable in 
Edmonton is $208 a month. Constables of 
equal service in Winnipeg get $215 a 
month, in Vancouver $251, in New West- 
minster $212 and in Victoria $243. 


The 17th day of March has come to be 
something more than the feast day of a 
single saint. 

For while the great St. Patrick is the 
patron of Ireland, the religious connota- 
tion of this day embraces a whole army of 
saints who, in Ireland's golden age, sailed 
out to continental Europe to rehabilitate 
the lands devasted by the marauding 
barbarians. 

In the year 410 A.D., the Visigoths 
under Alaric captured Rome. And immedi- 
ately all the protective structure of the 
Roman Empire’that had built roads and 
maintained order to the ends of the known 
earth, collapsed. 

* Europe was in chaos. Churches, 
schools, hospitals, monasteries and nun- 
neries and all those institutions which had 
fostered human welfare were pulled down. 

Even in England, from which Roman 
protection was withdrawn, the new desola- 
tion was apparent. London was a deserted 
city and wild Saxon bands prowled 
through it in barbaric curiosity, 


There should be widespread satis- 
faction that the city architect and building 
inspector's department is going out of 
direct competition with commercial archi- 
tects. 

During 1949 Mr. Duke’s department 
netted $58,004 on fees from various 
architectural jobs for the city, or double 
the estimated $29,100. 

This year the item for fees is missing 
from the estimates. No outside jobs will 
be taken on, we are told. 

While there may have been gleeful 
gloating by certain civic officials that 
these fees were shifted from one civic 
budget pocket to another to show a tidy 
surplus for Mr. Duke’s operation,, two 
facts stand out. 

One is that commercial architects, 
whose profession and livelihood rests on 
planning and supervising construction of 
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Still Not Big Enough 


Edmonton's scale of police pay is a 
vestige of the delusion that we are still 
a small town. 

And that delusion persists in the be- 
lief that a city of 140,000 people can be 
policed by 166 officers. 

In 1950, according to the present esti- 
mate, Edmonton will have one constable 
for every 843.3 of population. 

Back in 1920, when yp eye was a 
peaceful little town of 61,045 people and 
with none of the criminal and traffic prob- 
lems of today, this city had a force of 80 
men which means one constable to every 
763 of population. 

It is ironic and frightening to think 
that Edmonton, in point of numbers, was 
better policed in peaceful 1920 than it is 
in turbulent 1950. 

Crime is increasing. Traffic problems 
are increasing because there are four times 
as many passenger cars in Alberta as there 
were in 1920. 

The proposed size of the police force 
is ludicrous. 

Police pay is ludicrous. 

The time to revise these proposals up- 
ward, as must be done, is right now while 
the estimates are on the fire.

Now that Mr. Duke’s department won't 
have to spend time competing with com- 
mercial architectural firms, it should soon 
come up with a completely modernized 
building code for Edmonton, 

It’s high time the job was completed.

highway in North America.” 

Weather conditions along the 
highway appear to be the best in 
years, according to Major Coward 
The road is thawing slowly in con 
trast to the sudden spring of 1948 
which caused flash floods along 
ithe whole length of the highway 
| “But at present, it is very slip 
pery,” warned Major Coward 
“since the ground freezes at night 
after thawing during the day.” 

In Edmonton to attend the an 
nual conference of Northwest Com 


mand, Major Chward said that 
costs of administrating the high 
way system of the northwest has 


risen about 20 per cent since 1946
